is trying to escape the consequences 
of his crime by means of a continuous 
performance in habeas corpus. No 
stronger illustration of the abuses in 
our system of criminal jurisprudence 
can be had than by recalling the cir-

“So forgetful are the murderer's 
family to their duty to society, their 
obligation to uphold the law that they 
aid and abet the plot, and that in- 
stead of leav‘ng him to his fate, as it 
is their duty as citizens to do, they 
claim, forsootn, that he is an object of 
persecution. 

“Among the numerous judges of the 
Supreme Court w this State the 
chances are that there is at least one 
whose head is least able to control 
his heart, and the only problem in 
this quest for freedom is to discover 
who tha“ particular judge 

It is a mere question of time and 
money when this particular murd 
will be set free, to direct his homicidal 
inclinations against some other citizen 
who has already falien, or may here- 
after come under his displeasure. 
And as te is done according to

Mr. McBride 
has received from Commissioner El- 
mer Elleworth Brown of the Bureau 
of Education at Wash a sug- 
gestion to hold the initial meeting of 
the asroctation in that city, where its 
Inception can reeeive direct assistance 
from both the Bureau of Education 
and the Census Office. The commis- 
sioner has tendered the use of his pri- 
vate office to the association for this 
meeting. should the attendance be no 
more than twenty-five or thirly per- 
gone, as he cannot accommodate a 
larger number. At the suggestion of 
this official, the meeting probably will 
take place at the national capital in 
the near future, the exact date to be 
arranged in accordance with the plans 
of the commissioner, and it is ex- 
pected that school auditors from all 
the largest cities will attend.

NEW YORK, Jan. 21 Clarence H. 
Mackay, in his testimony today before 
the committee of the Legislature of 
New York, appointed to examine the 
question of whether telegraph end tel- 
ephone companies should be placed un- 
der the public-service law, stated fhat 
by reason of the competition given by 
the Postal Telegraph-Cable Company, 
telegraph rates had been reduced from 
20 per cent. to § per cent. He also 
stated that the Postal company was 
the only company that had ever suc- 
ceeded in competing with the Western 
Union, and that if the Postal company 
should combine with the Bell Tele- 
phone Company and the Western 
Union, there would never be any com- 

„tit ion. 

On account of it belng lrapossible to 
obtain entrance into large’ commercial 
centers and to obtain righte of wey 
on highways Detween — cities, such 
as New York and iiadeiphia, and 
also on account of the vast sum of 
money that would be required, Mr. 
Mackay declared that the Postal Tel- 
graph Company will be the last com- 
petitor in telegraphy. and when that 
competition. ceases there will be a 
choices only between monop ay and 
government ownership. 

Mr. Mackay again stated that the 
Postal company was absolutely free 
from any combination, merger, con- 
trol, or understanding with the Bell 
telephone interests or the Western 
Union Telegraph Company.

He 
says Peters agreed to make the deal 
without charging any commission. 

It is further set forth that the de- 
fendant said he had a controiling m- 
terest in che gas company and could 
dictate who should be the secretary 
and general manager, and that he 
wanted Bellus to sell his stock to some 
reliable person, who could assame this 

tion. * 

It is alleged that the defendant aft- 
erward informed the plaintiff. that 
Bellus would sell his stock for $10,000, 
the lotvest price that could be secured, 
Belteving these alleged represe. tations, 
the plaintiff saye he authorized Peters 
to purchase the Belius stock, and paid 
bim $6000 cash, and gave him a note 

for $5000 in favor of Mrs. Jennie X. 
Peters. A few days after the execu- 
tion of the note, Satterwhite says de 
paid $1000 more, leaving $4000 due on 
tbe note. 


Tie alleges that this deal war mis- 
represented. and that the defendant 
only paid Bellus $7500 for his st. ck, m- 
stead of $10,000, as he informed the 
plaintiff. 

The complaint also sets forth that 
the directors accepted the resignation 
of Bellus, but refused to elect Sattcr- 
white to a position on the directorate. 

By reason of Peters's alleged failure 
to keep his contract with the glaintiff, 
the latter says he is to the 
amount of $2500.

From the days 
of the Asiatic invasions of Greece there was a 
good deal of intercourse between the Orient and 
the Occident through Central Asia and westward 
to the Mediterranean. Then came an entire sep- 
aration between these two halves of the giobe, with 
their different ways of thought and methods of de- 
velopment. In the Middle Ages came the Crusades, 
which again brought the Orient and the Occident 
into partial contact. This period was followed by 
another of entire separation of the oriental mind 
from the occidental, until the incursion of the Eng- 
lish into India followed. India is only half orien- 
tal. The Hindus are much more like Europeans 
than they are like the Chinese or the Japanese. 
As President Wheeler said, during all these cen- 
turies from the days of Alexander of Macedon 
until now, western civilization has gone on devel- 
oping under the influences of certain principles 
first brought to, light along the eastern part of the 
Mediterranean sea and whose early habitat was al- 
most entirely around that land-locked body of 
water. On the other hand, the development of the 
Orient went on during all these centuries under 
different influences. 2 
Now comes an entire revolution. We have the 
Orient and the Occident face to face on the two 
shores of the Pacific. 


hand, and the most interesting question of the day 
is what will be the result.. That there will be an 
influence of the West upon the East apd a recip- 
rocal one of the East upon the West is sure. The 
question will be which influence will in the end be 
dominant. Will the resultant force be in a straight 
line backward or forward, as one may look at it, 


or will it go off at an angle, and, if so, how acute, 


how obtuse, and on which side of the line will be 
the larger angle? In other words, which type of 
civilization will modify the other in the larger de- 


gree? 

This international influence of mind upon mind 
is very remarkable. The discovery of a comet is 
often made simultaneously in two or three places. 
The discovery of Galileo as to the motion of the 
earth was disputed by other discoverers. There 
has been scarcely a noted scientific discovery in 
several hundred years that did not seem to have 
been made simultaneously in two different coun- 


Seth Low, in one of his recent publications, a 
little pamphlet on the East and West, says that in 
1893 the German scientist Von Helmholtz, being in 
America to attend the World’s Fair at Chicago, waa 
met by Alexander Graham Bell in the city of New 
York. Mr. Bell traveled all the way from Halifax 
to New York in trder to meet his fellow-scientist 
from Berlin. The inventor of the telephone said 
that great invention would not have been possible 
but for the investigation into the laws of sound 
made by Von Helmholtz. Bell was Scotch, an 
adopted citizen of America, and Helmholtz a Ger- 
man. Here we had three leading countries joining 
in the creation of the telephone we find so useful 
in our homes and offices. 

In mechanical devices the Occident is farther in 
advance of the Orient than in what is known as 
pure philosophy ev any kind of speculative thought. 
Already the Occident has given to Japan the steam 
engine with its applications to railroading and to 
steamships and to the driving of machinery in fac- 
tories. We have given Japan cotton spinning and 
a great variety and number of mechanical arts un- 
known there before. We are doing the same for 
China. Germany, France and England are all en- 


gaged in this endowing of the Orient with the de- 


velopments of the Oceident. England has been do- 
ing it for many years in India. Germany is pen- 
etrating Western Asia with her railroads, and Rus- 
sia is doing the same thing for Eastern Asia. 
Thus we have in our own time the whole family 
of the human race brought into closer relations 
than ever before, This international, interracial 
intercourse is growing more and more intimate 
with each passing year, and producing all the time 
greater and greater effects. In the Occident, Eng- 
land has owed much to France and Germany and 
alf the other sister nations of the continent, and 
they have all borrowed much from the English. 


For 100 years Americans have been foremost in all 
sorts of mechanical inventions. The world has bor- 


rowed widely from us and in return we have got 
much from them. We owe our silk industry to the 
Orient, and that is a gift of long ago from China 
to Western Europe and from there to Ameries. 
Ceramics have got a great impulse and uplift in 
the Occident Through contact with the Orient. We 
owe gunpowder, no new invention, to the Chinese, 
and to the same people we owe the movable types 
that print our newspapers and books today. 

As this international, interracial intercourse 
grows we may expect to see the bonds of amity 
knitted closer and closer between the various races 
of the earth, and out of it all we may expect to 


see developed finally an international court of ar- 


bitration which will make wars impossible by set- 


_ ting all disputes just as at home such cofitentions 


ate now settled in courts of law. 


MERICAN SHIPBUILDING.

That journal 
gives a summary of the different ship yards in the 
country and shows indeed a very considerable ac- 
tivity at nearly all of them.

between our own ports, for the reason that this

trade is absolutely protected from foreign compe- 


tition. No vessel under any flag other than the | 


Stars and Stripes is permitted to carry on com- 
merce between any two ports under the flag. The 
shipping upon the Great Lakes reaches up wel! in 
tonnage to the foreign commerce of the leading 
commercial nations of the world. When to this 
we add the coastwiee trade on the two oceans, we 
have a shipping industry which in tonnage cut 
classes, we believe, that of any other nation. With 


our newly acquired island possessions this must in- 


crease, and with the growth of population at home 
and the development of business between the va- 
rious ports of the country, coastwise and lake ship- 
ping must grow apace. 

Until the laws are changed there cannot be any 
notable increase in American shipping between 
home and foreign ports. Something must be done 
to equalize the opportunity for our ships as com- 
pared with®those of half a dozen nations which pay 
eteamers heavy subsidies in order to stimulate the 
shipping of such countries. 

Now let us take a glance at those countries that 
are nearest to us, part of our own hemisphere. 


Latin America from the mouth of the Rio Grande 


to Magellan Straits, with the islands adjoining the 
mainland, numbers 70,000,000 people. They are 
largely a homogeneous people, nearly all speaking 
the Spanish language and being of extraction 
mostly from Southern Europe. 

Our neighbors to the south from Mexico to Pata-

A desire to better ourselves is the keynote of the 
national character. To it we owe the. redemption 


of the primeval forest from savage conditions, the 
vast development of the hundred years the country 
has existed, the building of our great network of 


railroads, the bridging of our magnificent rivers, | 


the raising of the great cities that are the aston- 
ishment of all nations, and all the other things that 
have in a hundred years made America wonder- 
fully great. 

The organizing of individuals into societies of 
different kinds, the capitalists into corporations, the 
toilers into voluntary societies, all aim at the more 
advantageous use of capital and at securing better 
rewards for labor.

AWYERS AND LAWS. 

Thirty-two young.men were admitted to the 
bar in this county during the present week. Only 
a few weeks ago as many more were admitted. The 
same rate of admissions has been going on for a 
long time and will increase in the future. 
Throughout the entire State of California and all 
the States of the Union there is a similar grist of 
new lawyers. The question is, how are they to 
make a living? 

There were too many lawyers a long time ago. 
A long time ago there were also too many laws. 
Yet the bar adds to its membership endlessly. Also 
the statute books increase faster than the output 


of novels, which is five for every day in the year. 


There was a time when it could be said that a 
good lawyer was a lawyer “who knew the law.” 
Were that now to be made the test, there would 
not and could not be good lawyers. No one hu- 
man brain could begin to know even a 
the laws that are in force now on the statute 
books of the various States, not to speak of the 
Federal tutes. When you that forty-six 
Legislatu and the Congress of the United States 
hold biennial or more frequent sessions, and that 


this has been going on for a century in the case 


of many of the States well as in the case of 
Congress, and that these ies have done little else 
than to pass laws all the time, you can easily see 
that we have “some law.” 

No doubt it is the multiplicity of laws that ‘has 
called forth the multiplicity of lawyers. If we 
were to gathef a great many people together in a 
community they would need a great many houses 
to live in. But we can't see, at the same time, 
that there is necessity for either so many laws or 
so many lawyers. 

There cap be no question, at any rate, that the 
young man who enters the law as a profession will 
find it necessary to be more a 
a lawyer if he cares to succeed and make money. 
Law is very much less a profession now than it 
once was; it is really a business und not a pro- 
fession. The John Wanamaker and the E. H. Har- 
riman type of men are the lawyers of 
today, and not the Charles O’Connor, the Choate 
and the Benjamin Harrison type pf men. 

And as far as the multiplicity of lawyers is con- 
cerned, it is, of course, nobody's business but the 
business of those who have cast their lots in that 
direction. But against the multiplicity of laws 
there is a rising protest. What needs to be done 
is to repeal thousands of old laws instead of pass- 
ing thousands of new ones.

selected because it touches the cen- 
tral matter of the relation of man to 
God. The condition described is one 
in which there is no veil hanging be- 
tween the spirit of man and God. The 
terms of the declaration are such as 
to reveal the deepest need of man, 
that, namely, of heart purity, and the 
highest good possible to human life, 
that, namely, of the vision of God. 
Around this condition of life all the 
Others referred to in the course of 
these opening words of the manifesto 
of the King gather, and they are re- 
lated to it either as cause or effect. 

In order, therefore, to obtain a true 
appreciation of what the values of the 
vision of God which result from purity 
of heart are the whole of the Beatitudes 
must be considered. Theré is an in- 
ferential revelation in the word 
“biessed,”’ which Jesus made use of in 
each case. There can be no question 
that the simpler translation would be 
“happy.” At the same time, it must 
be remembered that this word has been 
do much abused, by degradation from 
spiritual ideals, that it igs necessary 
to interpret its meaning by the whole 
teaching here. The happiness of His 
people is that upor. which the heart of 
God is set in all His government of 
them; but through long usage the 
word bilessedness redeemed from nar- 
row interpretation, conveys more ac- 
curately the thought. 

In the study of this lesson, of course, 
all the seven fundamerti 
be considered carefully. There is a 
growth of thought which it is impor- 
tant that we notice. 

The first condition of poverty of spir- 
it is that of an all-mastering sense of 
the true relation which man bears to 
God. It is the word which expresses 
the sense of awe and submission which 
must ever characterize the conscious- 
ness of man in the presence of God. 

Mourning of heart is the result of 
the conscousness of sin which inevita- | 
bly follows upon poverty of spirit. The 
recognition of the sovereignty of God, 
and of man's true relationship there- 
to, inevitably produces a sense of fail- 
ure and of resulting sorrow. 

The condition of meekness is more 
than that of the recognition of the 
sovereignty of God. It is the surren- 
der of the life to conviction, and the 
word describes the attitude of 
who, aut of the sense of contrition, re- 
tarn to God, and yield themselves to 
Him for His service. 

The desire for righteousness is the 
inevitable result of such submission. 
The supreme passion of life becomes 


realization of His will, not only in the 
personal life, but in the world 


at 

large. 
The merciful are those who, thus 
submitted to God, and 4 His 


rightecusness, do therefore manifest 
in theit dealings with their fellow men 
His own attitude of patience and com- 
parsion. 

The pure in héart are those whose 
nature is unified by their devotion to 
God, and their consequent activities in 


the world. 
These are, therefore, peacemakers. 
The effect they produce in all the cir- 


cles in which their influence is egerted 
is that of making peace. This peace, 
however, must be always as inter- 
preted by the conditions already de- 
scribed. The place of this beatitude 
following that which describes the 
blessedness of heart purity is in har- 
mony with the perpetual law of love 
according to the will of God, that, 
namely, of being first pure, and then 
peaceable. Wherever these conditions 
are fulfilled, happiness in all the full- 
est and highest senses of the word is 
inevitably the result. 

The result of such blessedness of 
character is that of the biessedness of 
fellowship with God. Fellowship with 
Him in the midst of the process 
toward the ultimate establishment of 
the kingdom of God is always that of 
suffering. Looking back to those who 
had entered into such fellowship in 
sald: “Blessed are 


righteousness’ sake; for their's is the 
kingdom of heaven; the reference 
here almost certainiy being, as the 
past tense would signify, a reference 
to those who, in submission to God 
and in strife for the coming of His 
victory bad suffered. Presently the 
Lord instanced the prophets. He de- 
elared that indeed such t 
kingdom of heaven. 

Immediately addressing those disci- 
ples who were about Him, and whom 
'He was calling into the selfsame fel- 
lowship, He clearly indicated that 
their pathway would also be that of 
reproach and persecution and slander; 
but in the ‘brief phrase “for My sake” 
he revealed the secret of joy, even in 
such experiences. To fulfill the condi- 
tions which result in personal happ!- 
ness is inevitably to enter into a new. 
realm of suffering and of sorrow; but 
in that experience there is a joy which 
only those know who share it in the 
consciousness that all is being borne 
for the sake of Christ. This blessed- 
ness of fellowship e increased, as it is 
remembered that those who enter into) 
such suffering for the sake of the 
kingdom are in the glorious succession 
of the saints and seers that preceded 
them. 

The responsibility of those who real- 
ize the character described is declared 
in relation to the influence which they 
will exert in the world. That infinence 
is first described under the figure of 
sa’t. Those who live in the blessed. 
ness to the realization of the charac- 
ter, which is according to the will of 
God, check the spread of corruption 
and thus save the age from destruc- 
tion. The responsibility in this re- 
spect is that of the maintenance of 
the conditions which are laid down in 
the Reatitudes. The life which ex- 
presses the awe of the consciousness 
of God and mourns over sin; which ts 
completely surrendered, and w'th pas-

FIFTEEN DIE BY EXPLOSION. 


Premature Biast Brings Tons of Rock 
Down on Tunnel Workers; Five 
Escape Alive. | 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
FISHKILL LANDING (N. Y.) Jan. 
t1.—-Fifteen men, three of them Amer- 
lcans, were killed today by a prema- 
ture explosion of nitro-glycerine in a 
tunnel that is to form part of the 
great aqueduct which will carry water 
f the Ashokan dam, in the Cafs- 
Kills, to New York City. * 
Five men were horribly mutilated. 
but were so near the mouth of the 
tunnel that they were rescued alive. 
The other fifteen were found beneath 
a mass of rock and débris, literally 
hammered by the force of the explo- 
sion into a Ddleeding raass of heads, 
limbs an! torsos. 
It is believed that a workman, car- 
rying a toreh, tripped and fell, ig- 
niting a fuse, and set off a series of 
charges of the explosive. 
The squad of twenty men involved 
in the accident, having drilled the 
holes and placed the explosive, were 
leaving the excavation when the explo- 
sion occurred. A hundred laborers 
rushed to the tunnel mouth, and, after 
dragging forth the injured, set to work | 
clearing away the rock and earth to 
get at the dead. 
As the nitro-glycerine had been pur- 
posely set to shatter rock, it did not 
damage the tunnel more than the 
contractors had planned, and after 
two hours the bodies were recovered.
